This 
work is being enlarged and our responsibilities are greater 
than ever before. The scope of our Home Mission work 
embraces in its cooperative efforts all of the southern states 
and Cuba, We learn from other reports what the Home 
Board has done in the last ten years of its existence. It 
has had in ite employ 4,522 missionaries; these have 
baptised 53,438; added to the churches 111,706; constituted 
1,819 churches; organized 3,439 Sunday Schools; raised for 
building hquses of worship by missionaries $646,385. This 
work of last year shows a quarter increase over any former 
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year. We recommend to this association that we cooperate 
with this work, and that we do all in our power to uid the 
: - Home Board in their great struggle in the evangelizing

REPORT OWN MINISTERIAL RBRPUCATION. 


Committee on Ministerial Education reports the follow- 
ing: Knowing that it is impossible for a minister to teach 
or explain fully the common english language or oe 
and information expressed in the same without be ng 
educated in english. We have the Bible written in en lish, 
therefore it is impossible for a minister here to teac the 
scriptures in full without an english education. Knowing 
further that it requires a well trained and developed mind, 
together with a general knowledge to explain the Bible and 
make the proper applications of it to the people. Education 
trains and develops the mind and gives general information, 
therefore ministers must be educated in order to teach the 
Bible correctly. Christ’s commission says: ‘Teach all 
nations.” To teach means to instruct, to instruct requires 
knowledge and knowledge is gotten by education. Differ- 
ent nations speak different languages and have different 
manners and customs. People of the same country and 
even of the same community are not the same in intellect, 
manners and customs. A minister in order to teach the 
many classes of people must understand their language, 
temperaments, ways and customs. If we have young men 
among us that are truly born of God (regenerated) and 
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impressed by the Spirit of God thatit is their duty to preach 
the gospel and they are liking in the above knowledge on 
qualifications, it is our christian duty to help such men to 
improve the talents God has given them. We recommend 
that this association can, and ought to keep one young 
minister in school 10 months each year and that within its 
own bounds, as we have as good schovls and much 
cheaper than:many others elsewhere. Respectfully sub-
